1910, Since that date the — function of any school 

building, to house education, has been well done, It is 

unfair to the children today to ask that the present build- 
ing continue in service much longer. : 

- Much advance has been made in late years in the arch- 

itecture and design of public buildings, and especially 
schools. That which stands today as our hall of learning 
stands as an Outdated school. The whole building is 

to todays needs. The lighting is far from sat- 
isfactory, the heating system is 37 years old and the 
floors are not the best to facilitate sanitary conditions. 

It is not our intention to paint a drab.and dreary picture 
of the > wring Nat merely to show that someday in the 
not too distant future, the public will be asked to approve 
an expenditure of many thousands of dollars to provide 

proper school buildings that are so urgently needed. 
bers of the School Divisional Board are fully 

‘aware of the need for such construction, They are in the 
process of hunting up good sensible plans, . going over 
them carefully to check details of what is needed and 
what can be dispensed with. There is some possibility 
that even the old building can be further used with an 
‘addition built to it. The only drawback to this idea is, we 
will then not have an up-to-date school building, but in- 
stead a patch up job which will only serve again for a 
period of time, at 

At present there is needed badly other schools in the 
division besides Wainwright’s and likely we will have to 
wait our turn before any start can be made to improve 

‘ our situation. The big thing to keep in mind is that a real 
- #arnest start should be made now on surveying the 
needs of different localities and their rdugh costs. This 
information together with some idea of what is wanted 
in the line of sizes and facilities, will form the nucleous 
of a building program unequalled since the pioneer days 
when this territory first opened up.

Here is what Mrs. Ivan is faced with when she visits 
the Soviet equivalent of the Supermarket to lay in a 
week’s groceries: 1 lb. butter, $5.50; 7 quarts milk at 50c 
a quart, $3.50; ‘1 doz eggs, $2.50; 1 lb coffee, $7.00; a 3- 
Ib roast of veal, $6.00; 1 lb. sugar, $1.20 Total, $25.70, 
before she even gets around to buying bread, bacon, veg- 
etables, cooking fat, fruit, or cereals, Should her family 
happen to be smokers, she can buy as many packs of 25 

_gigarettes she likes—at $1.20 a pack. Heaven help them 
if they like a glass of beer with their dinner. Beer is 
$1.33 a bottle. 

All thig means that about once every Five-Year Plan 
she might save enough to buy one member of the family 
a pair of shoes at $54; and every other Five-Year Plan 
there might be enough in the bank to get Ivan a suit at 
$285. 

The above are taken from prices fixed by the Soviet 
government at the time of its recent economic ‘‘reform.’’

Last Thursday in an Edmonton paper there appeared | 
a story by Thomas Henry, science editor to a large news 
syndicate, in-which he relates a new method has been 
discovered whereby it is possible to make gasoline and 
alcohol from natural gas or coal in a manner described 
to be a cheap or cheaper than the present method from 
refining crude oil. ; 

This process has been developed in the laboratories of 
Standard Oil Development Company and is. being made 
available under license to anyone who wants it. While 
it is only in the laboratory stage there is every reason to 
believe that large scale manufacturing could’ be done at 
an expense lower than the present day methods. 

What possibilities this holds forth for communities 
as Wainwright, only time ean tell, but it is certain that 
Wainwright sits on top of a very large supply of natural 
gas. If at such time the oil reserves of Alberta dip to a 
dangerous low, no doubt interest might be aroused to 
such an extent that gasoline will be made within the area 
Until such time though, it is not probable that anything 
will be done. With the huge investments that the oil 
companies have in refineries, it would not be feasible to 
chuck out the present method of obtaining gasoline and 
other by-products for something new and relatively un- 
tried.

BYSTANDER WITH A OLUB~ 
By Joseph Lister Rutledge 

The public is something like Harry 
Leon Wilson’s Cousin Egbert who, 
you will remember, ‘could be pushed 
just bo far.” It sometimes appears 
that this public is growing a bit rest- 
leas under the pushing, and is begin-: 
ning to wonder thow far the pre- 
rogatives of labor actually 
extend. They want labor, organized 
or otherwise, to have every right to 
which it is entitled, They want it as- 
sured of these rights by having the 
necessary weapons with which to 
protect them, but they want them to 
be legitimate weapons, Relatively 
few people would now deny labor the 
right to bargain collectively or to 
strike when bargaining or concilia- 
tion proceedings fail to give what is 
believed to be its just due, 

It is somewhat more difficult to 
accept the threat of a sympathy 
strike, in support of workers in an 
entirely unrelated industry, as a& 
proper use of a powerful weapon, The 
sympathy striker can know little of 
the circumstances involyed in the 
original digpute, nor can he be cer- 
tain that, under similar circumstan- 
ces he would have countenanced 
strike action. He can know little of 
the justice of the claims and counter 
claims, nor of the reasonableness or 
unreasonableness of management, He 
is merely a bystander stepping in 
with a club, 

Frequently of late workers who 
have no dispute with their employers 
and in wholly different industries 
have gone out on what is described 
as a sympathy strike, The purpose of 
such action is to impose such a bur- 
den of inconvenience on the public, 
that this public, without any consid- 
eration of right, may be induced to 
throw its weight on ‘the side of the 
strikers, This type of action—the in- 
terjection into a labor dispute of the 
unwarranted weight of bodies of 
people who have no knowledge of the 
circumstances and no personal inter- 
ests at stalte—is of very dubious 
benefit even to the workers who en- 
joy this support, Organized labor, 
that is the smallest part of all labor, 
must secure the good will that makes 
its development possible from out- 
side its own existing organizaton. 
The public at large will hardly be in 
sympathy with any policy that sets 
aside the reasonable process of argu- 
ment and arbitration in favor of a 
show of force used to compel what it 
might not otherwise achieve.

IMPROVING HONEY QUALITY 
BY GRADING 


Grading does not improve honey; 
but if honey sold as graded is sub- 
ject to check, care will be taken to 
produce and pack a_ high-quality 
product. 

The need fer grading is felt most 
when production is high in relation 
to sales. Poor stuff is then wunsale- 
able and has the result of reducing 
the price on all grader because they 
are not differentiated, Grading is 
particularly essential when honey is 
sold on the expert market. 

Honey is divided into classes on 
the basis of colour—white, amber and 
dark—and each class graded 1, 2 or 
3 on the basis of quality and cleanli- 
ness, No, 2 honey must not contain 
aver 17.8% moisture (but honey 
containing more than 172% mois- 
ture may ferment if stored at™ too 
high a temperature), No. 2 not more 
than 18.6% and No, 3 not more than 
20%. moisture. 

First grade honey must be free of 
pollen, wax and foreign material and 
the lower grades relatively so, 

Mr. Armstrong reviewed the 
work that has been done toward sec- 
uring uniformity in provincial honey 
grading regulations, To facilitate 
interprovincial and export trade it 
was important that all grading and 
enforcement of grades should be on 
a uniform basis. Only through cen- 
tral packing and grading can a uni- 
formly well-graded blend of honey be

ment’s poljcy not to depreciate the 
dollar value. 

Mr, Plumptre gave support to some 
features of the opposition’s criticisms 
of the current policy, but declared 
that the difficulties and dangers -in- 
volved in devaluation of the dollar 
would considerably outweigh the ad- 
vantages to be got from it, _ 

He commended highly the plan of 
the Junior Chambers of Commerce 
to point out to Canadians how they, 
as individuals, can help to build up 
the supply of U.S, dollars in Canada, 
and how they can ensure that such 
supplies are used for the best possible 
purposes, The attracting of Ameri- 
can visitors to Canada, either indiv- 
idually or through international or- 
ganizations, is an important job for 
everyone, he said, stating that tour- 
ist expenditures, brought more than 
200 million dollars into Canada in 
1946. The second job urged upon in- 
dividuals was ‘that of making sure 
all U.S. funds are channelled into the 
common pool of the Foreign Ex- 
change Control Board, by turning 
such funds into their’ banks and by 
requesting an absolute minimum of 
American funds in the cage of nec- 
essary trips across the border. 

“Your merry times in the night 
clubs of New York may be purchased 
at the direct expense of necessary 
imports into Canada,” he warned.
